as those 



that the latter arc provided for by 
" lump " appropriations^ which may 
be excessive or otherwise, and has 
little or no reference to increase of 
inmates provided for. 

Just here it would be well to 
emphasize the fact that the per capita 
cost in different institutions for the 
education of deaf children is not a 
fair basis of comparison. One institu- 
tion may provide educational advan- 
tages that another does not. One 
institution educates both by bead and 
hand, so that its pupils become self- 
supporting as soon as they graduate; 
another puts them through a course of 
mental training, but does not fit them 
to take their places among the skilled 
wage-workers of the community. One 
Institution may teacb the deaf to 
speak at the expense of their general 
intelligence; another insists that their 
mental capacity shall be developed to 
the fullest extent, that they shall also 
learn to speak and read the lips, that 
their tastes shall be cultivated, their 
bands trained to perform skillfully 
all that is requisite to success in one 
of several useful trades, that the 
latent bearing of the partially deaf 
shall be developed so far as is possible 
— in a word, that the pupils shall 
have the benefit of every method and 
expedient to turn them out well- 
educated and independent men and 
women. The per capita expenditure 
in this latter case may be a little 
more, but the State is eventually 
the gainer from the superior enlighten- 
and the increased productive 
capacity which such a complete system 
develop-, and which is destined 
'bout their lives as members of 
communities and as citizens of the 
State to be exercised in the promotion 
of the common weal.
